It 
should be possible to considerably slow down this flow, 
if not stop it, through the cooperation of the Military 
Governor .

c. In order to detract from the strength of Tito's 
operations it is highly desirable immediately after the 
formation of our Committee to send emissaries of the 
Committee into the Kossovo region to contact Albanians 
there and advise them of the Committee's activities. 
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d. Shortly after the announcement of the Committee >_>, , ■ , -6 A , c 
it will be helpful to drop leaflets over Albania from 
aircraft, which would announce formation of the Committee / 
and its objectives. ^
